'Yes-no' to church-state 
school aid: High Court 


W ASHINGTON (A P ) The Su­ 
prem e Court today upheld a portion 
of a 1972 Pennsylvania law under 
which the state pays for textbooks 
used by students in private schools, 
including church-related schools 
But the court struck down other 
provisions of the sam e law perm it­ 
tin g th e loan of in s tru c tio n a l 
m aterials and equipment directly to 
the private schools and allowing the 
state to pay for auxiliarv services 


such as counseling, testing and 
speech and hearing therapy. 


Justice P otter Stew art, speaking 
for the court in the 6-3 decision, said 
the portions of the law that were 
struck down violated the church- 
state barriers erected in the Con­ 
stitution. 
Justices William J. Brennan Jr , 
William 0. Douglas and Thurgood 
M arshall dissented on grounds that 


no part of the law was constitutional. 
Justices William H. Rehnquist and 
Byron R. White and Chief Justice 
W arren E Burger contended that the 
equipm ent and auxiliary services 
portion of the act as well as its text­ 
book provisions should have been up­ 
held. 
The court's decision modified a 
ruling of a three-judge federal court 
in Philadelphia upholding the law in 
its entirety. 


Doctors in slowdown 
at private hospitals 


LOS ANGELES (API — About 150 anesthesiologists at 
31 private hospitals in Southern California began a work 
slowdown today to protest skyrocketing m alpractice 
insurance rates. 
The doctors vowed to handle only em ergency, cancer 
and obstetric treatm ent until an agreem ent is reached to 
bring down the rates. 
The slowdown occurred desptte today's special session 
of the legislature called by the governor to resolve the 
m alpractice controversy. 
At 19 hospitals in the San Gabriel Valley, about 50 anes­ 
thesiologists said they would perform “ em ergency ser­ 


vices only.” 
At 12 hospitals in Long Beach and in the South Bay area, 
about 100 doctors were involved. 
Northern California physicians have been conducting a 
sim iliar slowdown for several weeks in Northern Califor­ 


nia.

“ The governor's announcem ent changed our mood from 
despair to elation.” Dr. Sol Statm an, spokesman for anes­ 
thesiologists in the Long Beach area said. 
Dr. Merlvn Duerksen of Covina's Intercom m unity 
Hospital said. “ We are hopeful some agreem ent can be 
reached while the legislature works on the issue.' 
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U.S. note soothes Thailand 


BANGKOK. T hailand 
(AP* — 
Thailand patched up its ditferences 
with the United States today over the 
M ayaguez 
in cid en t and m oved 
toward ties with Com munist Cam­ 
bodia and North Vietnam 
But it 
apparently ran into trouble with Sai­ 
gon s new rulers 


The diplom atic crisis with the 
1 nlted States ended when the Ford 
adm inistration expressed regret for 
using Thai bases in the rescue of the 
M »vaguez and the Thai foreign 
m inister said the letter was accep­ 
table. 


The m ovem ent in relations with 
Cambodia cam e in a cable from 
Phnom Penh saying the K hm er 
Rouge are willing to norm alize links 
with the Thai governm ent and deny­ 
ing reports that the Cambodians had 
designs on a tiny stretch of Thai ter­ 
ritory. 


Thailand also announced that it 
will plav host to a delegation from 
North Vietnam starting Wednesday 
tor talks on normalizing relations. 


At the sam e tim e. Thailand's rela­ 
tions w ith S aig o n ’s new ru le rs 
becam e frayed as the first Viet Cong 


diplom atic mission to Thailand said 
norm al relations will be held up until 
P S. m ilitary forces have left Thai 
soil and the Thais hand over South 
Vietnam ese m ilitary planes flown 
here by refugees 


Thailand heatedly described the 
Viet Cong precondition of U.S. 
w ithdrawal as “ interference in our 
internal affairs,” and on the planes, 
said, “ We have not been friends with 
these people for 30 years. If it (nor­ 
m alization of relations) is delayed a 
little more because of this, it will be 
all right with us ”

WASHINGTON (AP) - American 
casualties in the Mayaguez rescue 
w ere su b sta n tia lly h ig h er than 
originally reported and now stand at 
five dead. 16 m issing and between 70 
and 80 wounded 
The* new casualty figures from the 
air. ground and sea operation in the 
Gulf of Thailand w ere disclosed Sun­ 
day by Defense Secretary Jam es R 
Schlesinger 
On Friday, the Pen­ 
tagon 
put 
prelim inary 
casualty 
figures at one M arine killed, 22 
wounded and 13 Marine's and airm en 
missing 
Schlesinger said the five s e r­ 
vicemen killed w ere three M arines 
and two airm en The higher estim ate 
of the wounded includes “ all sorts of 
m inor wounds.” Schlesinger said on 
ABU-TV’k “ Issues and Answers 
Asked about the delay in d e­ 
te rm in in g th e c a s u a lty to ll, 
Schlesinger said: 
“ Well, we indicated at the tim e 
that we were withdrawing from the 
island that initially there had been a 


num ber of choppers that had been 
downed, that we w ere running a 
m uster on board the ships in order to 
assess what had been the dam age 
“We attem pted to get out the 
results as they becam e clear, after 
notification of next of kin 
The c a su a ltie s w ere su ffe re d 
Wednesday night (Eastern time) 
when M arines landed on the island of 
Koh Tang off the Cambodian coast in 
the m istaken belief that the ship s 39- 
man crew was being held there. 
Schlesinger said the U S response 
to the ship seizure “ dispels any Ulu- 
sions about Am erica in the post 
Vietnam period .... 1 think that they 
will consequently bring others to 
recognize

elsew here will be observed 
Aski'd what the U nited S tates 
would do if South Korea was at 
tacked, Schlesinger said the United 
States “ would take m ore vigorous 
action than we were inclined to take

LOS ANGELES ( AP > — Is the citizen of Los Angeles 
evolving to a sm og-resistant human being ' 
T hat’s the question posed by researchers at the local 
Rancho 1 ¿os Amigos Hospital after a controlled expert 
ment which tested the effects of smog on Los Angeles 
residents and a group of Canadians 
The experim ent started after a com parison of notes 
from Rancho researchers and those at Toronto, Canada 
Consistent differences showed up although volunteer 
human subjects had faced about the sam e levels of ozone 
bo, last February selected Canadian volunteers came 
from the Toronto area and w^re housed in the relatively 
smog-free beach areas. 
Then, in controlled experim ents, tests showed the Ca­ 
nadian residents’ response to a set ozone dose was at least 
twice as great as shown by the Los Angeles selected resi- 


denta.

In fact, some of the Canadians becam e ill when given 
sinog alert level doses and some showed sym ptom s such 
as chest pains, coughing and air passage irritation 
But the Los Angeles residents subjected to the sam e 
smog alert closes only resulted in two complaints of air 
passage irritation - and no signs of the other symptons 
Further, the Canadians showed some sym ptom s in red 
blood cells and m arked foas in lung function; but the Los 
Angeles volunteers evinced no blood cell change and only 
one showed slight loss in lung function

T he d o cto r s tr ik e , a lr e a d y 
w idespread m the San Francisco Bay 
area, spread to the capital city, as 
about 60 anesthesiologists said they 
would refuse all but emergency serv­ 
ices They were backed by a ma- 
loritv ot the Sacramento Medical 
Society. 
Operating rooms were scheduled 
to close in 11 Sacram ento area 
hospitals Emergency and delivery 
rooms continued to operate 
In calling the special session on 
m alpractice. 
Brown urged the 
legislature to consider: 
- Putting a majority of public 
members on the Board of Mistical 
Examiners, and giving it authority to 
discipline and decertify doctors for 
incompetence and to set recertifi­ 


cation standards. 
-E stablishing a “ Medical Peace 
Corps” to serve Californians who 
lack adequate medical care. 
—Empowering the board to set 
hospital rates and prevent construc­ 
tion of too many hospitals and 
duplicative equipment 
-M aking b.nding arbitration an 
alternative to law suits as a way of 
settling malpractice claims 
—Setting “ reasonable 
limits on 
lawyers’ fees in malpractice cases. 
—Eliminating double payments to 
patients 
injured 
by malpractice, 
substituting instalment payments tor 
lumpsum settlements; setting limits 
on payment for pain and suffering, 
and establishing a "reasonable' 
statute of limitations on malpractice 
claims. 
Bills touching on most ol those sub 
jeets are already pending in the 
regular session. 
H ow ever, b ills passed in the 
regular session don t become effec­ 
tive until Jan 
1 unless thev are 
urgency statutes, and those take a 
two thirds vote. Bills passed in a 
special session are effective on the 
91st dav after its adjournment 
Also the constitution prohibits 
creating or abolishing a state agency 


by urgency statute

VIENTIANE. Laos (AP> — The difference between a 
Vietnamese, a Cambodian and Lao. so the French say. is 
that a Vietnamese plants rice, a Cambodian harvests it 
and a Lao listens to it grow. 
The distinction between the people of this tiny 
landlocked kingdom on the banks of the Mekong River and 
their neighbors in Indochina has rarely been more ap­ 
parent than the way in which Laos has tiptoed toward the 
Communist camp in recent days 
“ Laos hasn’t fallen to the Communists.” said one 
veteran diplomat. “ It just succumbed." 
In contrast to the violence of Communists, the Pathet 
I.ao has been so unobtrusive that many of the 2 7 million 
citizens of the kingdom of a m illion elephants probably 
don’t even know wtiat has happened. There is no national 
newspaper, no television and few radios 
Even veteran diplomats find it hard to fit the Laotian 
jigsaw together. For most outsiders it is impossible to tell 
ithe players with a scorecard, so confused and interwoven 
is the Lao political scene. 
In essence Laos is governed by a coalition of leftist 
Pathet Lao, rightists known as the “ Vientiane-side and 
two groups of neutralists, one left leaning the other right 
leaning. 
“ You have red on the left and blue on the right, with 
pink and light blue in the middle.’ ’ is the way one 
diplomat explained the political coloration 
The coalition, agreed to under the 1973 peace accords, 
had six Pathet Lao cabinet seats, six rightist seats and 
two neutralist seats, one from each camp 
Following the collapse of South Vietnam and Cambodia 
and obvious disinterest of the United States in further In­ 
dochina involvement the riehtwing faction in Laos, com­ 
posed mainly of aristocratic anti-Communist families and 
generals, saw the writing on the wall 
They were helped to their decision to quit and leave the 
country by a minor Pathet Lao m ilitary push 67 miles 
north of Vientiane, and the assassination of a former 
right-wing cabinet minister and member of one of the 
country’s wealthiest and most powerful political familes. 
Although most attributed the assassination to business 
rivalry, it scared the whole rightwing faction. This, 
coupled with a student demonstration Friday in which 
students carried placards saying “ C ut the throats of the 
right wing“ and chanted their names, was enough to put 
them to flight. 
Defense Minister «Sisouk Na Champassak resigned 
along with Finance Minister Ngon Sanannikone. and 
several other top rightist figures, including Gen Vang 
Pao. the CIA-supported Meo guerrilla tighter. 
Although Prime Minister Prince Souvanna ITiouma is 
expected to appoint more nominal rightists to replace 
those who resigned, power now rests with the Pathet Lao. 
There has been only one demonstration, no bloodshed, 
no fighting, no one has been hurt The Pathet I^ o have 
said nothing and made no move to consoldate power by 
the use of the more than 2,000 police and troops they 
already have in the capital under the terms of the cease­ 
fire 
“ It is a typical I«aotian solution.” said diplomat.

Plastic surgery givingcons new lease on life 


LA GRANGE. Ky. (AP) 
— Convicts at the Ken­ 
tucky State Reformatory 
are getting m is-shaped 
noses and protruding ears 
fixed with plastic surgery. 
The volunteer doctors do­ 
ing the work sav they hope 
the results will be more 
than cosmetic. 
“Our object is not to 
m a k e 
g o o d - l o o k i n g 
c r i m i n a l s , ’’ said Dr. 
L e o n a r d J. 
W e i n e r , 
founder of the program. 
“ Fixing noses is not our 
thing at all ” 
Weiner, who heads the 
v o l u n t e e r 
r e s i d e n t - 
physician team from the 
U niversity of Louisville 
and affiliated hospitals, 
said the aim of the project 
is “ to correct physical 
defects ... that we feel 
might be a part of the 
behavorial problem 
“ A person might have a 
physical defect that might 
keep them from getting a 
job," he said. “This in turn 
could lead to antisocial 
behavior. 
“ Also it might be the 


type of defect people pok< 
fun at, which might be i 
psychological effect whicl 
may also lead to antisocia 
behavior “ 
W einer and his staf 
repair nose breaks, correc 
big or protruding ears 
tre a t premature aginj 
such as wrinkles or sagg 
ing skin on the face, trea 
skin cancers and benigl 
skin tumors and diagnosi 
hand-surgery problems. 
Weiner said the progran 
has saved state taxpayer?

his better efforts in remov­ 
ing tattoos 
"O ne man had a big 
heart with lettering on the 
inside, a woman's name." 
he said “ It was a problem 
with his wife. 
“There are all sorts of 
things." he added, “ nasty 
pictures, you know, and 
hearts and daggers. ‘Bom 
to Lose.’ Love' and Hate’ 
— on the chest, belly, back, 
hands, buttocks ” 
An inmate whose arms 
were cleared of tattoos 
said “ I never was proud of 
them. I was just young ... 
I’d go everywhere with my 
sleeves down ... When f got 
up into my 40s I began to be 
embarrassed about them. I 
still can't believe I got rid 
of them My family's tick­ 
led to death ’’ 
Weiner said studies of 
similar programs done by 
doctors at the University 
of Virginia and Johns 
Hopkins showed little ef­ 
fect on behavior but said he 
still had hopes for the 
program here. 
“ We'll be working with 


the (state) department of 
psychiatry and they'll be 
doing some postoperative 
followup, and we hope the 
results will be an indica­ 
tion that the surgery has 
been behaviorally benefi­ 
cial." he said 
Ho also said that he 
hopes being selective in 
deciding who gets plastic 
surgery will improve the 
chance that the surgery- 
wili have a positive effect 
on behavior. 
He said 
younger offenders get first 
crack at surgery. 
Weiner wants to set up a 
sim ilar program soon at 
the Kentucky Correctional 
Institution for Women at 
nearby PeWee Valley.

he 
believes the University of 
L o u i s v i l l e School of 
Medicine “ has an obliga­

'Jericho Outreach ' is saving addicts

Several former drug addicts who have spent time in 
prison have quietly moved into a rented house in Los Ser­ 
ranos. 
Actually, there is nothing sinister about their move 
They are part of the Jericho Outreach program started 
in Chino that serves as a halfway point for addicts to over­ 
come their habits and return to normal segm ents of 
society. 
The Los Serranos home at 15505 Avery St. is referred to 
as phase two of the outreach program, a 
re-entry plan, 
according to Sonny Navarro, Jericho director 
Navarro explains that Jericho's second residence (the 
lirst is at 5151 F St. in Chino) was deemed necessary to 
prepare ex-addicts of drugs or alcohol to handle their own 
problems. 
In the past, persons discharged from the Chino 
residence “ would more likely return to the sam e en­ 
vironment with no knowledge of handling situations that 
will doubtless arise, 
he said “ Phase two will enable him 
to practice solving problems and needs of his own 
Ideally, the experience in Los Serranos will be the 
“ pathway to lead him to a successful life and to be a 
productive citizen in the community.'' 
Jericho officials opened the second residence earlier 
this year, and so far it has been accepted m the com­ 
munity. 
Christianity, of course, is still central to the program 
Staff m em bers use religious teachings to sway addicts 
away from the ugliness of heroin dependency. 
Residents are expet ted to participate in activities such 
as prison ministries, church services and Bible studies. 
Since all residents have been in prison, they can identify 
with inmates during prison m inistries and relate personal 
experiences. Teachings of Christ always are a key per­ 
sonal experience that is discussed 
Those accepted for phase two of the Jericho program 
must have completed 90 days at Jericho House in t hino 
They usually have jobs in the community and are allowed 


to “ move freely about without spervision 
A m ajor thrust of phase two is teaching residents to be 
independent, says Navarro. 
• They each have jobs, and in their spare time they 
preach to others ’ 
Residents participate physically and financially in the 
Los Serranos house They contribute to the rent, utilities, 
household needs, and buy groceries. 
The sam e strict rules which apply at Jericho House in 
Chino are evident at phase two 
Bedrooms are kept 
spotless, and other parts of the house are cleaned daily. 
Los Serranos residents, who are allowed to have cars, 
are expected to provide drug counseling in the community 
if its is requested 
“ This new home is for those who have proven 
themselves at the Chino residence,’ Navarro explains 
After about four months at phase two. “ We usually tell 
them they are ready for society, 
N avarro said 
Sometimes, it takes six months. “ An approved discharge 
will not be made by the evaulation committee unless he 
proves to be fitted The committee includes the director, 
assistant director and two staff members 
In the four months, the resident looks around for a per­ 
manent home and opens a bank account 
He also makes 
certain he is settled m his job 
We just don’t discharge him on the streets, 
said 
Navarro 
Navarro himself went through Jericho House, which 
was tounded in April, 1972. by The Rev 
Francis 
Frankovich. former associate pastor of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Catholic Church 
When I cam e to Jericho three years ago. I was using 
$100 to $150 a day of heroin.’’ Navarro recalled. “ But I ve 
been clean for three years and discharged from prison 
parole. ” 
He is studvmg to become a licensed minister and later 
plans to be ordained He also is engaged to be married 
Navarro, 35, leads prayer meetings at Jericho He real­ 
ly believes in the program ’s theme song “ I'm So Glad 
Jesus Set Me Free

i f nothing else many of the burglars

Duran urged liomeowners to take 
advantage of borrowing electric- 
engraving pencils and dead bolt lock 
installation kits available through

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Defense not 
spent wisely 


A decade ago. the National Security Council and 
Defense Secretary Robert S. McNamara developed 
a long-range prediction of Soviet military plans 


U.S. defense strategy these past 10 years has been 
predicated on these estim ates. They guided the 
multlbillion dollar buildup of missiles, planes and 
other weapons, determined the composition of our 
defense forces and the thrust of our research and 
development. 


No new comprehensive study has been made 
since. 


Today, it is clear these estim ates made so 
carefully and with McNamarra precision early in 
the 1960s were dead wrong 


—The McNamara studies predicted the Soviet 
Union would concentrate on defense. 
Instead. 
Moscow has put its maximum effort on offensive 
weapons 


-In stead of the gradual buildup expected, the 
Soviet Union has devoted multibJlions to a massive 
all-out effort 
-T h e prediction was that m ajor Soviet missile 
programs would be held back by harsh technical 
problems. Instead. Soviet scientists have achieved 
M IRVing and accu racy breakthroughs with 
astonishing speed There is no suggestion of a slow­ 
down in the rate of these advances. 
—The Soviets also have shown an amazing ability 
in the concurrent development of new weapons in­ 
volving huge sums of money and the mobilization of 
fens of thousands of technicians. The Russian 
program under which four new m ajor missiles are 
being readied, would have cost us $12 billion in 
research and development alone The Soviets have 
placed a much heavier concentration of scientists 
than predicted in their military programs and have 
put a much greater than expected sustained effort 
over these 10 years into the training of military 
seeintists Some md<»pendent scholars now suggest 
that perhaps 90 per cent of all qualified Soviet 
research men are in the USSR defense program 
—The diversity of sophisticated Soviet weapon 
development is greater than was fortold; in addi­ 
tion to the four new m ajor missile fam ilies, there 
are warships ot advanced design, military lasers, 
preliminary mobile missile prototypes reloadable- 
type missile silos, way-out anti-tank and anti­ 
aircraft weapons, radar and bridging equipment 
—The orderliness and consistency in the Soviet 
military research and development effort has been 
grossly 
u nderestim ated. 
They 
have moved 
smoothly into new programs as old ones were com ­ 
pleted 
It is a persistent, rolling effort that has 
grown without letup, without the ups and downs, 
starts and stops associated with U.S. m ilitary 
developments. 
* Russian m ilitary advances have been held back 
less than expected by economic problems 
As a result of these miscalculations, the United 
States has gone off on the wrong track Our original 
mistakes have been compounded by our neglect in 
not continually bringing the original studies up to 
date with successive corrections based on the 
reams of satellite, agent and electronic intelligence 
we have been gathering these many yean». 


This in not to argue we should have spent more on 
defense 
It is to say that we would, if we had 
analysed the data thoroughly, have spent the funds 
we had more wisely. Our missiles, warships and 
submarines and our ground weapons would have 
been built with different characteristics Our force 
structure would have been radically changed 
It is time tor a reassessment ot where we are go­ 
ing

Ford drug program 'prickly?' 


WASHINGTON - One of ITesi- 
dent Ford’s pet projects has turned 
into a thorn patch full ot prickly 
problems. 
Before he became President last 
vear, he pushed through a $2 2 mil­ 
lion program to fight drug and 
alcohol abuse He personally prod­ 
ded federal officials to fund the 
money to a private citizens council 
supposedly 
to educate state 
legislators on the evils of drugs and 
booze 
The council, it turned out. was 
headed by one of Ford s longtime ac­ 
quaintance*. Jerris Leonard. To the 
astonishment of officials, Leonard 
appeared at Ford s side, beaming 
benignly, while the then-Vice Presi­ 
dent made his $2 2 million pitch 
The confidential minutes ot the 
meeting tell the story ‘ The Vice 
President (made) it ciear. 
declare 
the minutes, “that he had an interest 
in the specific grant proposal which 
came about at his own insistence. 


The $2 2 million grant. Ford con­ 
tended. would 
improve “ com­ 
munications between tederal of­ 
ficials and stage legislatures 
The 
expectant contractor listened ap 
provtngly. 
There was mil lung wrong with the 
com m unications, 
m eanw hile, 
between Ford and the officials. They 
fully understood that the Vice Presi­ 
dent wanted the $2 2 million grant to 
go to his friend l/conard One top of­ 
ficial. although Ik* held his tongue at 
the meeting. intended to tell Ford to 
his face that the proposal was 
“kmsv ’ 


The $2 2 million was supposed to be 
squeezed out of various government 
agencies, with the l~iw Enforcement 
Assistance Administration (LEAA) 
toughing up the first $100 000 
This raised another conflict, since 
the anticipated recipient formerly 
headed the LEAA If Leonard ac­ 
cepted the $100 000. the erstwhile 
LEAA chief would be confronted 
with an ethical it not legal problem. 
His successor at the LEAA, Don 
Santarelli. was disturbed over the 
conflict After the session ended, ac­ 
cording to a confidential memo. San- 
tarelli told another official that he 
planned to tell Ford the proposal was 
‘ lousy 
But “Mr Santarelli said he did not 
plan to mention to the Vice President 
his other concern 
a possible con­ 
flict oi interest in LEAA support for 
this proposal 
the memo adds 


His reference 
to what lie refers 
to as correspondence from Jerris 
laxmard on such a proposal less than 
one year after «terns left the LEAA 
position 
In the end. Santarelli refused to al­ 
low LEAA funds to be used for the 
lxHjnanl project But the National In 
stitute on Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism, whose director Morris 
Chafetz lias been under FBI in­ 
vestigation lor expense account chis­ 
eling. was less scrupulous. 
Chafetz not only provided funds but 
assigned a bright official. Robert 
Beauregard, to push the project In 
c o ni p 11 a n c e 
with 
the 
law, 
Beauregard organized a review pan­ 
el to study it He promptly helped ap­ 


point one ot Leonard s polic-ital | 
Robert Knowles, to help r< 
Leonard s contract 
Both Leonard and Knowles are 
powers in Wisconsin politics. 
Leonard once ran for the U.S. Senate 
in Wisv insin, and Knowles was 
president pro tern of the W isconsin 
Senate. 
Not surprisingly, the project was 
cheerfully approved by the review 
panel, which also selected Wisconsin 
as one of the first states to par­ 
ticipate But a special advisory coun­ 
cil still had to give final approval. 
None other than the ubiquitous 
Robert Know les emerged as the ad­ 
visory chairman, with 
Robert 
Beauregard as the sole consultant. It 
turned out that Beauregard had quit 
his government job and had signed 
on as a $250-a-day consultant for the 
project he had helped to establish 
When we asked the irrepressible 
Leonard about this garden of con­ 
flicts, he cooed happily: "I am so 
clean “ He had been off the LEAA 
payroll the required year, he swore, 
before seeking the LEAA grant. 
Knowles told us he was paid 
nothing tor his service. Initially, he 
hadn t wanted to choose Wisconsin 
as one ot the first states to benefit 
Irom the grant, he said 
Beauregard said he saw no conflict 
in accepting a consultant's fee from 
the same project he had supervised 
while he was on the government 
payroll. 
As for President Ford, he started 
the wheels rolling for hts old friend 
laonard and then, apparently, lost 
touch with the whole thing

South Korea: 
The next act? 


Seoul — More than a million people here sup­ 
ported an appeal yesterday to President F ord to 
honor U.S. commitments to defend South Korea. - 
Weekend news report. 


Before our speech-loving President, whistling in 
the graveyard of U. S. commitments elsewhere in 
Southeast Asia, answers that appeal with ringing 
rhetoric concerning America s determination to 
make any sacrifice, etc , a few unrhetorical ques 
tions are in order. 
There are currently 40.000 American lighting 
men stationed near the 38th parallel in South Korea 
— symbols, as the diplomatic power game players 
like*to say, ot this country's commitment to Seoul 
Question: Are those troops there because our own 
military experts, while talking up the fighting 
qualities of native troops (just as they once talked 
about the ARVN), don’t really believe that the 
South Koreans, even if fully supplied by the U.S. 
are capable of standing alone against North Korean 
attack0 
If the answer to that question is yes, then a tol- 
lowup: Why, after all these years, should this be the 
case? The U.S. has spent hundreds of billions, over 
a 25-year period, training and equipping South 
Korean’s armed forces, to what end0 So that 
American fighting men would have to spill more 
American blood in defense of South Korean soil0 


But if. on the other hand, the answer to the ques- 
tton is no, then this follow-up: Since the South 
Koreans are capable of handling a Communist inva­ 
sion on their own, why should it be necessary to sta­ 
tion even a single division of American troops near 
the 38th parallel? 


Considering that 40,000 men are hardly sufficient 
to turn the tide of battle in the event of an all-out 
North Korean invasion, the answer must be that our 
military presence in South Korea is meant to in­ 
fluence not Kim II Sung s regime in Pyongyang, but 
rather his allies (and our great and good friends in 
detente), the People's Republic of China and the 
Soviet Union 


Yet. if tomorrow morning, as happened June 25, 
1950, North Korean troops were to come in force 
across the 38th parallel—if, that is, our hand should 
be called, as might well occur—what then? 


Would the United States, as it did in Korea a 
quarter-century ago and in Vietnam more recently, 
“ honor 
our commitments with American blood 
and treasure invested in a “ limited’ war, fought on 
the enemy’s term s?

those million people in Seoul know that instead ot

DEAR DR M ILLER: Is It all right if a pet cockroach 
eats part of your apple? — U. E. 


Dear U .E.: Not my apple! Cockroaches can carry too 
many diseases dangerous to hum ans for m e to consider 
catering to one. Cockroaches can eat apple, though. A 
roach restricted to an apple a day or a portion therof can 
m aintain reasonably good health. They're not fussy about 
food a t all. Actually, drinking’s m ore im portant to a 
roach than eating. Unless they're in an area with high 
humidity, they can live much longer on w ater alone than 
they can on dry food, such as cereal, without w ater. 


DEAR DR. MILLER I’m just getting som ewhere with 
capped elbow in my horse, and now my Doberman is 
showing up with what looks like the sam e thing. Can dogs 
get capped elbow? Could Bruiser have gotten it from the 
horse? — P.L. 


DEAR P .L : Capped elbow is essentially an enlarge­ 
m ent of the tissue around the back of the elbow joint 
caused by bruising. In the horse this may be caused by the 
heel of the shoe or from a lack of bedding and a hard floor 
In the dog, large breeds especially, a sim ilar elbow 
problem is caused from hard floors, too. This is one of the 
mam advantages in training a dog early to sleep on a pad 
ded surface Because of abcess developments, capped 
elbow condition is m ore often acute in the horse than m 
the dog, but in no case would it be contagious. 


DEAR DR M ILLER: Freebie, our cat, caught a bat. 
But he didn't hurt it I thought 1 might make a pet of it. 
but it was a very unfriendly bat so I turned it loose. How 
do you know when a bat is going to m ake a good pet before 
you try it? — A. F. 
DEAR A F .: You can bet bats won t. Most bats eat and 
drink on the wing, a lifestyle incompatible with the 
human environm ent and a cage in particular. As w ith 
most wild species, the specim ens most likely to be cap­ 
tured would be those that had something wrong with them 
and. since a sick bat may be a rabid bat and since rabid 
bats can and have transm itted rabies to humans, It’s ap­ 
parent wild bat keeping is a very poor hobby to get into. 
Even cats should leave bats alone Those that don t. or 
those simply living in bat territory, should be regularly 
vaccinated for rabies.

The m ens is ap­ 
parently not all that sana in corpore 
sano. 
Dr. H arrington told a m eeting of 
the Institute of Sports Medicine in 
l^ondon that sports have replaced 
religion as a reason for existence and 
a way of life for many.

I keep gaining 
weight because extrem e fatigue sets 
in every evening unless I eat a large 
m eal or eat every hour. 
Eating protein is supposed to help 
but seem s to have little effect in 
leveling out my blood sugar curve, 
and I get excessively fatigued every 
tim e 1 try it. I’ve been on oral 
diabetic m edicines, but they m ake 
me either trem endously hungry or 
lethargic

streets were properly sprinkled. 
During that same time period, blacksmithing and shoe-

ing of the City's teams cost the taxpayers $217.05 — and 
feed for those teams cost $586.77. 
But, as you can well imagine, that feed bill of $586 77 
didn’t have our citizens shaking their heads in awed dis­ 
belief one half as hard as did the $722 expenditure listed in 
the city's financial report as being the cost of sweeping 
the pavement on Second Street after the city teams and I 
other horse drawn vehicles had passed that way.

Psychic healers 
explain powers 


By DAVID READER 
PSYCHIC HEALERS. 
By David St. Clair. Double­ 
day, $8 95. 
St. Clair's latest book 
concerning the area of psy­ 
chic healing is an engross­ 
ing, in-depth look at the 
work of 11 psychic healers. 
They are all profiled and 
interviewed at length by 
the author, a man with 
knowledge and belief in the 
subject. The 11 come from 
diverse backgrounds, and 
are of various ages, but 
they 
s hare 
s i m i l a r 
philosophies and healing 
techniques with one 
another. 
Most do not charge fees 
for their healing; they ask 
donations. In many cases, 
they are aided in their 
work by a spiritual helper, 
someone from the past who 
either guides the healer or 
who is said to enter the 
healer's body to perform 
the necessary task. 
The person who visits the 
psychic in need of medical 
help in most cases has not 
been cured by a licensed 
physician. Problems range 
from physical deformities 
a n d 
skin 
b u r n s , 
to 
cancerous tumors. 
The healing techniques 
generally used, say the 
healers, are fingers pres­ 
sed against the patient's 
skin near or around the in­ 
flicted area. The psychic 
o r s p i r i t u a l e n e r g y 
generated is supposed to 
alleviate the inflicted area. 
The healers also assert 
that they can enter the 
body and perform surgery 
using no instruments other 
than their hands, and leav­ 
ing no permanent incision. 
Some contend they can 
perform healing acts from 
long distance. 
The psychic healer is not 
100 per cent successful, 
and there are some ail­ 
ments they cannot cure, 
such as ruptured appendix. 
St Clair is in disagree­ 
ment with the American 
Medical Association over 
its stand against psychic 
healing He believes that 
because the p sychic 
healers are not always able 
to cure, that there is a need 
for trained medical person­ 
nel. But he also feels that 
people should be able to 
freely choose whether they

We haven't read all ft# 
cloak-and-dagger novels 
there are — who could? — 
But we've read a lot and 
for our taste “Telefon ’ is 
one of the most enjoyable 
ever. 
I t ’s believable and 
unbelievable at the same 
time The Soviet Union has 
“ deep planted” some 
secret agents in the United 
States. These people talk 
English like Americans 
and have U.S. birth cer­ 
tificates and drivers’ 
licenses. And they’ve been 
hypnotized so they think 
they are what their papers 
say. One has been hypno­ 
tised. for instance, to go to 
Augusta, Maine, and run a 
beauty parlor. Some not- 
fine day, a Russian agent’ 
will take the “Telefon” 
code book and phone each 
of these people with a code 
phrase which will “wake 
them up ’ and each will go 
out and perform a big act 
of sabotage programmed 
into them to do during the 
hypnosis 
We can buy that and 
believe it enough to enjoy 
the book At the same time 
we don’t believe it — we 
don’t worry about it hap­ 
pening any minute — so we 
can enjoy the book. 
Something bat to go 
wrong to start the plot 
moving. So ... a berserk 
Russian steals the books 
and starts to make the 
phone calls. Then spies of 
various persuasions go 
after him — and each 
other. 
There are lovely little 
writer-as-observer touches 
in the book, like the Army 
Counter-Intelligence Corps 
not sharing a hospital 
report with the FBI be­ 
cause of a shrewd suspi­ 
cion ‘ that the FBI eager 
beavers would come up 
with some wild theory of 
ioul play.” And a shapely, 
brainy, women s equality- 
believing worker at CIA 
h e a d q u a r t e r s whose 
admirer’s attempts to gain 
her favor are usually 
boners, such as opening a 
door for her. 


Author suggests solution 
to Middle East conflict 


By CLEO C. BEERY 
ISRAEL 
WITHOUT 
EIONISM by Uri Avnery. 
Collier Books, $2 20. 
This is one of those books 
which give an uncommon 
point of view. The author is 
a member of the H’olam 
Hazeh political party in 
Israel and is a member of 
the Israeli Knesset. 


(Cleo C. Beery is Profes­ 
sor of Education Emeritus 
at La Verne College.) 


He was born in Ger­ 
many. When he was a lad 
of ten his family fled 
Hitler's persecution. 
He 
grew up in Palestine, 
joined the Irgun Youth 
gang and was involved in 
the gang’s violence against 
the Arabs. He didn't 
always agree so at age six­ 
teen he quit the gang. 
He fought In the different 
wars against the Arabs. 
Finally he became a 
member of the Israeli 
Knesset, representing the 
small Ha'olam Hazeh 
party. 
He states that the Zionist 
movement has made great 
contributions to his life, to 
the Jewish people, and to 
Israel He is very thankful 
for its influence and Its 
help. Yet he finds fault 
with much of its philosophy 
and program. 
Avnery feels that one of 
the most serious mistakes 
of the Zionists is that 
previous to the large 
migration into Palestine 
after World War I! they 
talked and acted as if the 
country were empty. To 
this day they have not 
recognized that the Arabs 
are there 
He criticizes Prem ier 
Ben-Gurion for allegedly 
not visiting even one of the 
many Arab towns and vil­ 
lages during his term of of­ 
fice. He objects to Premier 
Golda Meter’s repeated 
statement that there never 
was and is not now a 


Palestinian people. 
As a devoted Israeli who 
insists that the nation of 
Israel must continue to ex­ 
ist he says he will fight in 
any way to support it Yet 
he affirms that the Palesti- 
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nian Arabs do exist and 
must be dealt with 
He 
believes the Arabs want 
peace He thinks that the 
solution of the refugee 
problem Is the key to 
peace. 
He suggests that the 
Israelis must give up the 
idea of having a religious 
theocratic state in which 
each citizen, or at least a 
majority of citizens, must 
be Jewish, and develop in­ 
stead a secular state. 
He proposes a federation 
of two independent states 
One would be Israel and 
the other would be a 
democratic Arab Palesti­ 
nian state. Geographically 
both of them would be 
located west of the Jordan 
River Jerusalem would be 
a kind of joint capitol with 
each of the nations having 
their central government 
there 
Beyond this a most un­ 
usual element is his idea of 
what he calls a Pax 
Semitic«. This would be an 
organization of Middle 
East independent nations 
comparable to the Com­ 
mon Market in Europe 
where the different nations 


have close economic, 
cultural and social ties. 
The Pax Semitica would 
include those nations, 
races, and religions which 
have a common Semitic 
historical background such 
as A ra b ic , H e b re w , 
Amharic and so torth. 
In reading this book one 
should remember that It is 
representative of a very 
small minority of Israelis. 
Avnery admits that on the 
surface it looks like this 
s o lu tio n 
has 
l i t t l e 
likelihood of present suc­ 
cess Yet he says that he is 
an optimist and believes 
that there must be some 
kind of solution to the 
Israeli-Arab conflict 
When he wrote the book 
a few years ago his plan 
might have appeared 
far too optimistic. Yet 
with the growth of Arab 
power, the new influence 
of the Arab oil cartel and 
the O P E C, organization, 
the creation of a Pax 
Semitica appears much 
more realistic today. 
Is It possible that it may 
be a suitable solution to the 
Israeli-Arab problems? 
Avnery thinks so.

Doctors in slowdown 
at private hospitals 
Yes-no' to church-state 
school aid: High Court 


WASHINGTON (AP) The Su­ 
preme Court today upheld a portion 
of a 1972 Pennsylvania law under 
which the state pays for textbooks 
used by students in private schools, 
including church-related schools. 
But the court struck down other 
provisions of the same law permit­ 
ting the loan of in stru c tio n a l 
m aterials and equipment directly to 
the private schools and allowing the 
state to pay for auxiliary services 


such as counseling, testing and 
speech and hearing therapy. 


Justice Potter Stewart, speaking 
for the court in the 6-3 decision, said 
the portions of the law that were 
struck down violated the church- 
state barriers erected in the Con­ 
stitution 
Justices William J. Brennan Jr.. 
William 0 Douglas and Thurgood 
Marshall dissented on grounds that 


no part of the law was constitutional 
Justices William H Rehnquist and 
Byron R 
White and Chief Justice 
Warren E. Burger contended that the 
equipment and auxiliary services 
portion of the act as well as its text­ 
book provisions should have been up­ 
held 
The court's decision modified a 
ruling of a three-judge federal court 
in Philadelphia upholding the law in 
its entirety. 
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U.S. note soothes Thailand 


BANGKOK. Thailand (AP) — 
Thailand patched up its differences 
with the I 'nited States today over the 
M ayaguez incident and moved 
toward ties with Communist Cam­ 
bodia and North Vietnam 
But it 
apparently ran into trouble with Sai­ 
gon's new rulers 


The diplomatic crisis with the 
Cnited States ended when the Ford 
administration expressed regret for 
using Thai bases in the rescue of the 
Mayaguez and the Thai foreign 
minister said the letter was accep­ 
table 


The movement in relations with 
Cambodia came in a cable from 
Phnom Penh saying the Khmer 
Houge are willing to normalize links 
with the Thai government and deny­ 
ing reports that the Cambodians had 
designs on a tiny stretch of Thai ter­ 
ritory. 


Thailand also announced that it 
will play host to a delegation from 
North Vietnam starting Wednesday 
for talks on normalizing relations 


At the same time. Thailand's rela­ 
tions with Saigon's new rulers 
became frayed as the first Viet Cong 


diplomatic mission to Thailand said 
normal relations will be held up until 
P S. military forces have left Thai 
soil and the Thais hand over South 
Vietnamese military planes flown 
here by refugees 


Thailand heatedly described the 
Viet Cong precondition of P S 
withdrawal as “ interference in our 
internal affairs." and on the planes, 
said, “ We have not been friends with 
these people for 30 years If it (nor­ 
malization of relations) is delayed a 
little more because of this, it will be 
all right with us "

The new casualty figures from the 
air. ground and sea operation in the 
Gulf of Thailand were disc losed Sun­ 
day by Defense Secretary Jam es R. 
Sehlesinger 
On Friday, the Pen­ 
tagon put 
prelim inary casualty 
figures at one Marine killed. 22 
wounded and 13 Marines and airmen 
missing 
Sehlesinger said the five ser- 
vicemen killed were three Marines 
and two airmen The higher estim ate 
of the wounded includes “all sorts of 
minor wounds." Sehlesinger said on 
ABC TV’s “ Issues and Answers." 
Asked about the delay in de­ 
te rm in in g th e c a s u a lty to ll. 
Sehlesinger said 
“ Well, we indicated at the time 
that we were withdrawing from the 
island that initially there had been a 


number of choppers that had been 
downed, that we were running a 
muster on board the ships in order to 
assess what had been the damage. 
"We attempted to get out tin* 
results as they became clear, after 
notification of next of kin " 
The casu alties w ere suffered 
Wednesday night (Eastern time) 
when Marin»*s landed on the island of 
Koh Tang off the Cambodian coast in 
the mistaken belief that the ship’s 39- 
man crew was being held there. 
Sehlesinger said the 11 S. response 
to the ship seizure “dispels any illu­ 
sions about America in the post- 
Vietnam period .... I think that they 
will consequently bnng others to 
recognize that our commitments 
elsewhere will be observed " 
Asked what the United States 
would do if South Korea was at­ 
tacked. Sehlesinger said the United 
States "would take more vigorous 
action than we were inclined to take 
during much of the Vietnamese 
w ar "

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Is the citizen of Los Angeles 
evolving to a smog resistant human being? 
That’s the question posed by researchers at the local 
Rancho Los Amigos Hospital after a controlled experi­ 
ment which tested the effects of smog on l.os Angeles 
residents and a group of Canadians 
The experiment started after a comparison of notes 
from Rancho researchers and those at Toronto, Canada 
Consistent differences showed up although volunteer 
human subjects had faced about the same levels of ozone 
So, last February selected Canadian volunteers came 
from the Toronto area and were housed in the relatively 
smog free beach areas 
Then, in controlled experiments, tests showed the Ca­ 
nadian residents response to a set ozone dose was at least 
twice as great as shown by the Law Angeles selected resi­ 
dents 
In fact, some of the Canadians became ill when given 
smog-alert level doses and some showed symptoms such 
as chest pains, coughing and air passage irritation 
But the law Angeles residents subjected to the same 
smog alert doses only resulted in two complaints of air 
passage irritation — and no signs of the other symptons 
Further, the Canadians showed some symptoms in red 
blood cells and marked loss in lung function; but the Los 
Angeles volunteers evinced no blood cell change and only 
one showed slight loss ui lung function. 


"We just don t know whether the adaption is a gtiod or 
bad thing." Dr Jack D. Hackney, chief of Rancho s 
environmental health laboratory, said in an interview 
made public today. 
Hackney said the apparent tolerance by Izjs Angeles 
residents “ may have hidden costs " He likened the 
tolerance results to the ability of drug abusers to withs­ 
tand heavier closes than nonabusers 


Hackney believes the findings probably reveal 
mankind’s ability to adapt to environmental problems. He 
said it is known, for instance, that mankind adapts to 
noise, bad smells and high-altitude living 
On the other hand, the researcher feared the lack of 
warning signals — or pain — by an individual could lull 
one into overexposure on amoggy days. 
“ You could speculate that if there is less irritation pre­ 
sent. people might tend to overexpose themselves," he 
said 
"But it might mean that adaption means just what it 
says — that people can do ail right even though it’s m og­ 
gy We just don’t know " 
The volunteers both from the Toronto area and Los 
Angeles consisted mostly of white, middle-class students, 
professionals and technical workers. 
“ Most were young to middleaged adults in good 
health." the researcher said

VIENTIANE, Laos (AP) — The difference between a 
Vietnamese, a Cambodian and Lao, so the French say, is 
that a Vietnamese plants rice, a Cambodian harvests it 
and a Lao listens to it grow. 
The distinction between the people of this tiny 
landlocked kingdom on the banks of the Mekong River and 
their neighbors in Indochina has rarely been more ap­ 
parent than the way in which Laos has tiptoed toward the 
Communist camp in recent days. 
‘‘Laos hasn't fallen to the Communists," said one 
veteran diplomat. “ It just succumbed “ 
In contrast to the violence of Communists, the Pathet 
Lao has been so unobtrusive that many of the 2.7 million 
citizens of the kingdom of a million elephants probably 
don't even know what has happened. There is no national 
newspaper, no television and few radios. 
Even veteran diplomats find it hard to fit the Laotian 
jigsaw together. For most outsiders it is impossible to tell 
the players with a scorecard, so confused and interwoven 
is the Lao political scene. 
In essence Laos is governed by a coalition of leftist 
Pathet Lao. rightists known as the “ Vientiane-side” and 
two groups of neutralists, one left leaning the other right 
leaning 
“ You have red on the left and blue on the right, with, 
pink and light blue in the middle,“ is the way one 
diplomat explained the political coloration. 
The coalition, agreed to under the 1973 peace accords, 
had six Pathet Lao cabinet seats, six rightist seats and 
two neutralist seats, one from each camp. 
Following the collapse of South Vietnam and Cambodia 
and obvious disinterest of the United States in further In­ 
dochina involvement, the riehtwine faction in Laos, com 
posed mainly of aristocratic anti-Communist families and 
generals, saw the writing on the wall. 
They were helped to their decision to quit and leave the 
country by a minor Pathet Lao military push 67 miles 
north of Vientiane, and the assassination of a former 
right-wing cabinet minister and member of one of the 
country's wealthiest and most powerful political familes. 
Although most attributed the assassination to business 
rivalry, it scared the whole rightwing faction This, 
coupled with a student demonstration Friday in which 
students carried placards saying “ Cut the throats of the 
right wing” and chanted their names, was enough to put 
them to flight 
Defense Minister Sisouk Na Champassak resigned 
along with Finance Minister Ngon Sanannikone. and 
several other top rightist figures, including Gen. Vang 
Pao. the CIA-supported Meo guerrilla fighter. 
Although Prime Minister Prince Souvanna Phouma is 
expected to appoint more nominal rightists to replace 
those who resigned, power now rests with the Pathet Lao. 
There has been only one demonstration, no bloodshed, 
no fighting, no one has been hurt The Pathet Lao have 
said nothing and made no move to consoldate power by 
the use of the more than 2.000 police and troops they 
already have in the capital under the terms of the cease­ 
fire. 
“ It is a typical Laotian solution, 
said diplomat. 


To better understand the political situation in Laos, it 
only necessary to buy the new issue 420 kips — worth i 
U.S. cents — blue and yellow postage stamp.

The significance of the stamp is that neutralist Prinr 
Minister Souvanna Phouma is halfbrother i 
Souphanouvong. nominal Pathet Lao leader Both cousii 
of the king. Working together after years erf fighting ti 
three have been able to stitch together a solution that h< 
ended more than 20 years of bloodshed in Laos. 
The Lao, a quiet amiable Buddhist people, never hi 
the heart for the war. Military attaches considered the a 
mies of both sides to be among the world’s worst. 
In the past few days, several hundred soldiers, who lu 
been commanded by right-wing officers, have announce 
they would rather switch than fight. They walked out« 
their barracks to declare their allegiance to the coalitk 
government. 


This, together with the appointment of a Pathet Lao-f 
vored neutralist. Gen. Kham Ouane Boupha, as acting d 
fense minister, virtually ended any possibility of furtb 
military resistance by the right wing. Both Pathet L- 
and the right wing had their own troops. 
Faced with the new realities, most Lao simply shn 
and say “ bor penn ygang” or “ never mind” — a commt 
expression that sums up much of the Lao attitude to life 


The French educated upper class, the Vietnamese ai 
Chinese traders who could afford it. have fled This h. 
left a detectable gap. Stores on Rue Samsenthai are nc 
almost empty. The best restaurants, like Chez Lynn 
have closed. Lynn has left for Paris 
Good French wine is no longer available in the lndii 
stores and patrons are so scarce at the novelty resta 
rant that dust covers the plates and tablecloths. 
The former Air America flight line at Wattay Airport 
now eerily deserted. At the peak of American involv 
ment, the CIA-financed airline flew everything from ri< 
to ammunition and some claim gold and opium to ai 
from the mountains and government strongholds. 
Settha Place Hotel, once a hangout for Air America ai 
Continental pilots, is now Pathet Lao administrate 
headquarters. The White Rose, for years the most famo 
bottomless bar in Indochina, now has more girls thi 
customers. 
Marijuana is still available in the morning market, 
mixture known as Buddha Grass is favored by tl 
bearded American and Australian hippies for whom La 
ranks, alongside Nepal, as a prime place to drop out. 
At the U.S. Embassy, the last American mission left 
Indochina, diplomats are waiting to find out whether tl 
Pathet Lao will throw them out or ask them to stay. 
Friday's protest, during which rocks were thrown at tl 
chancery and students tried to pull down the flag, si 
prised many Americans. 
“ If they don’t want us to stay, all they have to do is s 
please go,” said one diplomat. They don't have to senc 
note wrapped around a rock.

HAVANA, Cuba <AP> - 
Only an hour s flying tim e 
trom Miami, the Cuban 
capital is a world apart 
trom any other city in the 
W estern Hem isphere. 
For a reporter who last 
saw the island 20 years 
ago. Fidel C astro's new 
Cuba is a sta rtlin g ex­ 
perience 
Long gone a re those 
once-fam iliar 
billboards 
proclaim ing. “ Beba Coca 
C o la .” or “ V uele Pan 
Am erican.” There are no 
advertising agencies on the 
island — not a single com ­ 
m ercial ad in any new­ 
spaper. nor on any radio or 
television show Only a few 
scattered 
billboards dis­ 
creetly describe the routes 
of Aeroflot, the Soviet air­ 
line 
In place of com m ercials, 
the Cuban m edia bombard 
the populace with exhorta­ 
tio n s to w ork h a rd e r, 
produce m ore, to rally 
behind 
th e C om m unist 
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schools, doubling steel pro­ 
duction, and providing free 
medical and dental care 
for all. 
They have a good word 
for nobody before Castro s 
revolution but Jose M arti 
and his heroic exploits 
against 
Spanish 
colonial 
rule and the founders of the 
Communist party who laid 
the seeds for the guerrilla 
cam paign which C astro 
and his aides waged from 
the Sierra M aestra moun­ 
tains. 
One encounters sharp 
contrasts in Havana. Peo­ 
ple line up patiently with 
their ration coupons to buy 
food and clothes. Some 
w orkers wait in line an 
hour just to buy a news­ 
paper, which costs five 
cents 
On Sundays the papers 
publish 
readers’ 
letters, 
so m e of w h ich v o ic e 
criticism of life in Cuba 
such as poor service in a 
restaurant. In one recent 
case w orkers aired their 
com plaints about a cafe 
which, according to one 
j o u r n a l i s t , 
p r o m p t l y 
“ shaped up.” 
On 
S a t u r d a y n i g h t s 
H avana’s luxury hotels are 
jam m ed with what could 
pass for a new affluent 
youth class. In rooms once 
graced by one-armed ban­ 
dits and gaming tables, 
couples dance to Cuban 
rhythm s. In a bar where a 
d a i q u i r i 
c o s t s 
t h e 
equivalent of $2. a pianist 
plays the them e song from 
“ Love Story” and other 
tu n es from th e U nited 
States. 
One wonders where they 
get the money. Most stu­ 
dents get 30 pesos a month 
— about $24 — and all are 
kept busy in “ productive 
work” 25 hours a week out­ 
side the classroom . 
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Young Cubans are well 
dressed. Young men w ear 
open-necked sport shirts 
and slacks. D espite the 
beards worn by Castro and

C u b a's youth is c le a n ­

G i r l s 
w e a r 
m iniskirts. 
There appears to be no 
drug problem and there

The m ost popular Hol­ 
lywood movie in recent 
m onths was “ The G od­ 
fa th e r.” but m ost U.S.

everyone is required by 
law to w ork o r s t udy 
between the ages of 16 and 
60. Doctors can earn $480 a 
month, 
while journalists 
get about $165 and w orkers 
in the steel mills about 
$120, 
T he g o v e r n m e n t h as 
orevolved an e la b o ra te 
“bonus” plan which brings 
throngs of w orkers to the 
night spots. 
On Saturdays and Sun­ 
days the famed Tropicana 
nightclub is turned over to

D-R.I., 
have sparked m oves in 
Congress to end the 15- 
year-old trade embargo 
against the island Castro’s 
main goal is to mechanize 
the harvesting of sugar and 
the best equipm ent is 
manufactured in Illinois.

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Plastic surgery giving cons new lease on life 


LA GRANGE, Ky. <AP) 
— Convicts at the Ken­ 
tucky State Reformatory 
are getting mis-shaped 
noses and protruding ears 
fixed with plastic surgery. 
The volunteer doctors do­ 
ing the work say they hope 
the results will be more 
than cosmetic. 
“ Our object is not to 
make 
good-looking 
c r im in a ls ,” said Dr. 
Leo n a rd J . 
W e i n e r , 
founder of the program 
“ Fixing noses is not our 
thing at all.” 
Weiner, who heads the 
v o lu n te e r 
resident- 
physician team from the 
University of Louisville 
and affiliated hospitals, 
said the aim of the project 
is “ to correct physical 
defects ... that we feel 
might be a part of the 
behavorial problem 
“ A person might have a 
physical defect that might 
keep them from getting a 
job,” he said. “ This in turn 
could lead to antisocial 
behavior. 
“ Also it might be the 


type of defect people poke 
fun at. which might be a 
psychological effect which 
may also lead to antisocial 
behavior.” 
Weiner and his staff 
repair nose breaks, correct 
big or protruding ears, 
treat premature aging 
such as wrinkles or sagg­ 
ing skin on the face, treat 
skin cancers and benign 
skin tumors and diagnose 
hand-surgery problems 
Weiner said the program 
has saved state taxpayers 
$75.000 in hospital bills and 
physicians’ fees since 
some of the defects, such 
as skin cancer, necessitate 
t r e a t m e n t 
that 
the 
volunteer doctors now do. 
He said the program costs 
taxpayers almost nothing. 
Dr Roberto Prieto, the 
reformatory's 
physician 
and surgeon, removes tat­ 
toos, scars and pockmarks 
— a part of the program 
handled by Weiner’s team 
when the program first 
started more than a year 
ago. 
Prieto is fond of some of 


the (state) department of 
psychiatry and they'll be 
doing some postoperative 
followup. and we hope the 
results will be an indica­ 
tion that the surgery has 
been behaviorallv benefi­ 
cial." he said 
He also said that he 
hopes being selective in 
deciding who gets plastic 
surgery will improve the 
chance that the surgery 
will have a positive effect 
on behavior. 
He said 
younger offenders get first 
crack at surgery. 
Weiner wants to set up a 
similar program soon at 
the Kentucky Correctional 
Institution for Women at 
nearby PeWee Valley. 


He said the surgery was 
s ta r te d 
because 
he 
believes the University of 
L o u is v i lle School of 
Medicine “ has an obliga­ 
tion to the community 
oth er 
than 
s t r i c t l y 
educational." 


There are about 40 men 
on the waiting list to see 
the doctors now. 


his better efforts in remov­ 
ing tattoos

heart with lettering on the

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'Jericho Outreach ' is saving addicts

Several former drug addicts who have spent time in 
prison have quietly moved into a rented house in Los Ser­ 
ranos. 
Actually, there is nothing sinister about their move 
They are part of the Jericho Outreach program started 
in Chino that serves as a halfway point for addicts to over­ 
come their habits and return to normal segments of 
society. 
The Los Serranos home at 15505 Avery St. is referred to 
as phase two of the outreach program, a “re-entry" plan, 
according to Sonny Navarro. Jericho director. 
Navarro explains that Jericho's second residence (the 
first is at 5151 F St. in Chino) was deemed necessary to 
prepare ex-addicts of drugs or alcohol to handle their own 
problems. 
In the past, persons discharged from the Chino 
residence “would more likely return to the same en­ 
vironment with no knowledge of handling situations that 
will doubtless arise.“ he said. “ Phase two will enable him 
to practice solving problems and needs of his ow n" 
Ideally, the experience in Los Serranos will be the 
“ pathway to lead him to a successful life and to be a 
productive citizen in the community.” 
Jericho officials opened the second residence earlier 
this year, and so far it has been accepted in the com­ 
munity. 
Christianity, of course, is still central to the program. 
Staff members use religious teachings to sway addicts 
away from the ugliness of heroin dependency. 
Residents are expected to participate in activities such 
as prison ministries, church services and Bible studies. 
Since all residents have been in prison, they can identify 
with inmates during prison ministries and relate personal 
experiences. Teachings of Christ always are a key per­ 
sonal experience that is discussed 
Those accepted for phase two of the Jericho program 
must have completed 90 days at Jencho House in Chino 
They usually have jobs in the community and are allowed 


to “move freely about without spervision 
A major thrust of phase two is teaching residents to be 
independent, says Navarro. 
“They each have jobs, and in their spare time they 
preach to others" 
Residents participate physically and financially in the 
Los Serranos house. They contribute to the rent, utilities, 
household needs, and buy groceries. 
The same strict rules which apply at Jericho House in 
Chino are evident at phase two. Bedrooms are kept 
spotless, and other parts of the house are cleaned daily. 
Los Serranos residents, who are allowed to have cars, 
are expected to provide drug counseling in the community 
if its is requested. 
"This new home is for those who have proven 
themselves at the Chino residence." Navarro explains 
After about four months at phase two. "We usually tell 
them they are ready for so ciety ,” Navarro said 
Sometimes, it takes six months. “ An approved discharge 
will not be made by the evaulation committee unless he 
proves to be fitted. The com m ittee includes the director, 
assistant director and two staff members. 
In the four months, the resident looks around for a per­ 
manent home and opens a bank account. .. He also makes 
certain he is settled in his job. 
“We just don t discharge him on the streets.” said 
Navarro. 
Navarro himself went through Jericho House. which 
was founded in April. 1972, by The Rev. Francis 
Frankovich. former associate pastor of Our Lady of 
Guadalupe Catholic Church. 
“ When I came to Jericho three years ago. I was using 
$100 to $150 a day of heroin,” Navarro recalled “ But I’ve 
been clean for three years and discharged from prison 
parole" 
He is studying to become a licensed minister and later 
plans to be ordained. He also is engaged to be married 
Navarro, 35. leads prayer meetings at Jericho. He real­ 
ly believes in the program's theme song: “ I'm So (»lad 
Jesus Set Me Free.”

Defense not . 
spent wisely 


A decade ago. the National Security Council and 
Defense Secretary Robert S McNamara developed 
a long-range prediction of Soviet military plans 


U.S. defense strategy these past 10 years has been 
predicated on these esUntates They guided the 
multibillion dollar buildup of missiles, planes and 
other weapons, determined the composition of our 
defense forces and the thrust of our research and 
development 


No new comprehensive study has been made 


since. 


Today 
it is clear these estimates made so 
carefully and with McNamarra precision early in 
the 1960s were dead wrong 


-The McNamara studies predicted the Soviet 
Union would concentrate on defense. Instead, 
Moscow has put its maximum effort on offensive 
weapons. 


—Instead of the gradual buildup expected, the 


S o v i e t Union has devoted multibillions to a massive 
all-out effort. 
The prediction was that major Soviet missile 
programs would be held back by harsh technical 
problems Instead, Soviet scientists have achieved 
MIRVing and accuracy breakthroughs with 
astonishing speed There is no suggestion of a slow­ 
down in the rate of these advances. 
The Soviets also have shown an amazing ability 
in the concurrent development of new weapons in­ 
volving huge sums of money and the mobilization of 
tens of thousands of technicians. The Russian 
program under which four new major m issiles are 
being readied, w'ould have cost us $12 billion in 
research and development alone. The Soviets have 
placed a much heavier concentration of scientists 
than predicted in their military programs and have 
put a much greater than expected sustained effort 
over these 10 years into the training of military 
soeintists. Some independent scholars now suggest 
that perhaps 90 per cent of all qualified Soviet 
research men are in the USSR defense program 
-The diversity of sophisticated Soviet weapon 
development is greater than was fortold; in addi­ 
tion to the four new major missile families, there 
are warships of advanced design, military lasers, 
preliminary mobile missile prototypes reloadable- 
type missile silos, way-out anti-tank and anti­ 
aircraft weapons, radar and bridging equipment 
The orderliness and consistency in the Soviet 
military research and development effort has been 
grossly underestim ated. They have moved 
smoothly intb new programs as old ones were com­ 
pleted 
It is a persistent, rolling effort that has 
grown without letup, without the ups and downs, 
starts and stops associated with U.S. military 
developments. 
- Russian military advances have been held back 
less than expected by economic problems. 
As a result of these miscalculations, the United 
States has gone off on the wrong track. Our original 
mistakes have been compounded by our neglect in 
not continually bringing the original studies up to 
date with successive corrections based on the 
reams of satellite, agent and electronic intelligence 
we have been gathering these many years 


This is not to argue we should have spent more on 
detense 
It is to say that we would, if we had 
analyzed the data thoroughly, have s|>ent the funds 
we had more wisely. Our missiles, warships and 
subm arines and our ground weapons would have 
bt'cn built with different characteristics Our force 
structure would have been radically changed 
It is tim e tor a reassessment erf where we are go­ 
ing

South Korea: 
The next act? 


Seoul — More than a million people here sup­ 
ported an appeal yesterday to President Ford to 
honor U.S. commitment^ to defend South Korea - 
Weekend news report. 


Before our speech-loving President, whistling in 
the graveyard of U. S. commitments elsewhere in 
Southeast Asia, answers that appeal with ringing 
rhetoric concerning America’s determination to 
make any sacrifice, etc.. a few unrhetorical ques­ 
tions are in order. 
There are currently 40.000 American fighting 
men stationed near the 38th parallel in South Korea 
- symbols, as the diplomatic power game players 
like to say, of this country's commitment to Seoul 
Question: Are those troops there because our own 
military experts, while talking up the fighting 
qualities of native troops (just as they once talked 
about the ARVN). don’t really believe that the 
South Koreans, even if fully supplied by the U S 
are capable of standing alone against North Korean 
attack? 
If the answer to that question is yes. then a fol- 
lowup: Why, after all these years, should this be the 
case0 The U.S. has spent hundreds of billions, over 
a 25-year period, training and equipping South 
Korean’s armed forces, to what end? So that 
American fighting men would have to spill more 
American blood in defense of South Korean soil0

WASHINGTON - One of Presi­ 
dent Ford's pet projects has turned 
into a thorn patch full of prickly 
problems 
Before he became President last 
year, he pushed through a $2.2 mil­ 
lion program to fight drug and 
alcohol abuse He personally prod­ 
ded federal officials to fund the 
money to a private citizen* council 
su p p o sed ly to e d u c a te s ta te 
legislators on the evils of drugs and 
booze. 
The council, it turned out. was 
headed by one of Ford s longtime ac­ 
quaintances, Je m s Leonard To the 
astonishment of officials, Leonard 
apt »eared at Ford’s side, beaming 
benignly, while the then-Vice Presi­ 
dent made his $2 2 million pitch 
The confidential minutes of the 
meeting tell the story. "The Vice 
President (made! it clear,” declare 
the minutes, “ that he had an interest 
in the specific grant proposal which 
came about at his own insistence ’ 


The $2.2 million grant, Ford con 
tended, would im prove 
“com ­ 
munications between federal of 
fRials and stage legislatures 
The 
expectant contractor listened ap 
provingly. 
There was nothing wrong w ith the 
c o m m u n ic a tio n s,

cepted the $100.000. the erstwhile 
LEAA chut would Ik* confronted 
with an ethical if not legal problem 
His successor at the LEAA. Don 
Santarelli, was disturbed over the 
conflict After the session ended, ac 
cording to a confidential memo, San­ 
tarelli told another official that tie 
planned to tell Ford the proposal was 
‘‘lousy.’’ 
But "Mr Santarelli said he did not 
plan to mention to the Vice President 
his other concern 
a possible con 
flict of interest in LEAA support for 
this proposal 
the memo adds 


His reference is to what he refers 
to as correspondence from Jerrts 
Leonard on such a proposal less than 
one year after Jerris left the LEAA 
position.” 
In the enti, Santarelli refused to al 
low LEAA funds to be used for the 
Leonard project Hut the National In­ 
stitu te on Alcohol Abuse and 
Alcoholism, whose director Morris 
ChatetZ has been under FBI in 
vestigution for expense account t his 
eling, was less scrupulous 
( hafetz not only provided funds but 
assigned a bright official. Robert 
Beauregard, to push the project In 
c o m p lia n c e 
w ith 
th e 
law 
Beauregard organized a review pan­ 
el to study it He promptly helped ap 


point one of Leonard's policital pals, 
Robert Knowles, to help review 
Leonard’s contract 
Both lA*onard and Knowles are 
pow ers in W isconsin p o litics. 
Leonard once ran for the U.S. Senate 
in Wisconsin, and Knowles was 
president pro tern of the Wisconsin 
Senate 
Not surprisingly, the project was 
cheerfully approved by the review 
panel, which also selected Wisconsin 
as one of the first states to par­ 
ticipate But a special advisory coun­ 
cil still had to give final approval. 
None other than the ubiquitous 
Robert Know les emerged as the ad­ 
visory chairm an, with R obert 
Beauregard as the sole consultant. It 
turned out that Beauregard had quit 
tns government job and had signed 
on as a $250-a-day consultant for the 
project he had helped to establish 
When we asked the irrepressible 
U*onurd about this garden of con­ 
flicts, he cooed happily: "I am so 
clean ” He had been off the LEAA 
payroll the required year, he swore, 
before seeking the LEAA grant. 
Knowles told us he was paid 
nothing for his service. Initially, he 
hadn t wanted to choose Wisconsin 
as one ot the first states to benefit 
from the grant, he said. 
Beauregard said he saw no conflict 
in accepting a consultant s fee from 
the same project he had supervised 
while he was on the government 
fiayroll 
As lor President Ford, he started 
the wheels rolling for his old friend 
Leonard and then, apparently, lost 
touch with the whole thing

Why 
did they give him a duplicate pas­ 
sbook'’ How could so may people in 
the respected profession of banking 
have used such poor judgment?

DEAR DR MILLER. Is it all right if a pet cockroach 
eats part of your apple? ~ U. E. 


Dear U.E.: Not my apple! Cockroaches can carry too 
many diseases dangerous to humans for me to consider 
catering to one Cockroaches can eat apple, though. A 
roach restricted to an apple a day or a portion therof can 
maintain reasonably good health They re not fussy about 
food at all. Actually, drinking s more important to a 
roach than eating. Unless they're in an area with high 
humidity, they can live much longer on water alone than 
they can on dry food, such as cereal, without water. 


DEAR DR MILLER: I'm just getting somewhere with 
capped elbow in my horse, and now my Doberman is 
showing up with what looks like the same thing. Can dogs 
get capped elbow? Could Bruiser have gotten it from the 
horse'’ — P.L. 


DEAR P.L : Capped elbow is essentially an enlarge­ 
ment of the tissue around the back of the elbow joint 
caused by bruising. In the horse this may be caused by the 
heel of the shoe or from a lack of bedding and a hard tloor 
In the dog. large breeds especially, a similar elbow 
problem is caused from hard floors, too. This is one of the 
main advantages in training a dog early to sleep on a pad­ 
ded surface Because of abcess developments, capped 
elbow condition is more often acute in the horse than in 
the dog. but in no case would it be contagious. 


DEAR DR MILLER: Freebie, our cat. caught a bat. 
But he didn’t hurt it. I thought I might make a pet of it, 
but it was a very unfriendly bat so I turned it loose How 
do you know when a bat is going to make a good pet before 
vou try it? — A. F. 
DEAR A F : You can bet bats won’t Most bats eat and 
drink on the wing, a lifestyle incompatible with the 
human environment and a cage in particular As with 
most wild species, the specimens most likely to be cap­ 
tured would be those that had something wrong with them 
and. since a sick bat may be a rabid bat and since rabid 
biits can and have transmitted rabies to humans. U s ap­ 
parent wild bat keeping is a very poor hobby to get into. 
Even cats should leave bats alone Those that don t, or 
those simply living m bat territory, should be regularly 
vaccinated for rabies.

I feel great as long as I keep 
eating, but I’m up to 170 now and I'm 
only 5-feet-2. I’m a 40-year old 
female. My mother is an adult-onset 
diabetic, and I’ve had hypoglycemic 
symptoms since I was a teen-ager. 
I try to stay away from con­ 
cen trated sw eets, except for 
emergencies to stop shakey spells, of 
which 1 have plenty, even after a 
well-balanced, high protein meal

(hypoglycemia) It is tru** that some 
people with hypoglycemia Will even­ 
tually become diabetics 
You are right in saving that your 
insulin-timing mechanism is fouled 
up 
The d e fe c tiv e is le ts of 
LAngerhans that release insulin do 
respond to the sugar load, but they do 
so too slowly. By the time the insulin 
is released the peak load of glucose 
has been handled by the body and 
reactive hypoglycemia occurs 
When the defective islets of 
Langerhans get worse they finally 
don't produce enough insulin at all. 
and then a simple case of diabetes is 
the problem 
I presume you have had a complete 
examination with tests, and I think 
you should have blood glucose tests 
regularly to evaluate your status 
There are many different causes of 
hypoglycemia and an examination is 
essential For a more complete dis­ 
cussion of the various causes and 
management of hypoglycemia write 
to me in care of this newspaper.

I don't think you should be using 
any of the oral hypoglycemic 
medicines They won t really help 
the basic problem If you have sim­ 
ple hyperactive hypoglycemia, as 
you have described, then you will get 
your greatest benefit from adjusting 
your living habits. 
The high protein diet is helpful I 
would suggest too that you should 
avoid any of the sweets and starches, 
including food containing starch 
Add to your diet lots of roughage, 
salads, leafy and bulky vegetables 
Although I don’t recommend fats to 
many people, for your particular 
problem they may help The tatty 
loods w ill delay the emptying of your 
stomach This will avoid the peak 
rise in glucose that triggers off the 
hypoglycemic episode The advan 
tage of bulk anti tat is to slow down 
the absorption process and avoid 
stimulating the insulin formation 
mechanism Avoid sweet liquids, in­ 
cluding fruit juice. Use no coffee, 
tea. colas (including diet drinksi.
